Col. J. R . Rippcy, secrctaiy of 
the Missouri State Fair association, 
today isaued a call for a meeting of 
the board of directors here on Mon­ 
day next, the 13th, when bids will 
be opened, and contracts possibly 
awardid for the erection of several 
new buildings on the fair grounds, 
which 
contemplated 
structures 
have been referred to in detail in 
these columns. 
The oftlcers of the association are 
in possession of information that 
lea ds them to believ e tha t Go v . 
Dockery will sign the bill appro­ 
priating $75, 000 for the fair for the 
two ensuing years. 
It is possibie, however, that only 
$50, 000 of the $75, 000 to be taken 
from the general revenue fund will 
be available this year, but, in ad­ 
dition, the board will have at its 
disposal such money as may come 
into the breeders’ fund, which will 
likely be between $30. 000 and $50, 
000, and on this showing the mem­ 
bers feel warranted in proceeding 
with the awarding of contracts for 
the badly-needed buildings. 
The appropriation bills passed 
by the last legislature and affecting 
nineteen state institutions will be 
taken up by Gov. Dockery next 
week, 
says 
Monday’s Jefferson 
City Tribune. 
Several hundred 
thousand dollars more has been ap 
propriated by the legislature than 
the estimated revenue for the state 
will be able to acquire, and there 
will have to be some trimming. 
Gov. Dockery intends to go over 
the bills and pick out the items 
which he thinks 
the

can very well do without, and wil 
then probably have the different 
state boards meet in Jefferson City 
with him and discuss the matter.

I do not think it enough. 
Next 
year will see the opening of the 
W orld’s Fair in S t. Louis, and it 
was the cherished hope of the N. 
G. M .’ s friends that they be al­ 
lowed a very liberal amount, so as 
to make a creditable showing and 
reflect credit upon the great state 
they represent. 
But it is the general opinion that 
in order for the state guard to make 
such a showing that it ought to be 
entirely reorganized, cut out all the 
dead timber and dried limbs. 
In 
fuse new life and vigor in the or­ 
ganizations; 
have soldiers, 
have 
men whose appearance will be a 
credit to all concerned. 
Cut out 
all 
the 
sickly 
kids and round 
shouldered, youths who look more 
like schoolboys than soldiers; and 
let big, broad-shouldered men step 
into their places in the ranks— men 


who are prepared to go, and who 
ca n g iv e a g o o d a cco unt o f them ­ 
selv es in a ctua l wa r. 
It is true that in years gone by 
the state has been very short in 
support ot the N. G. M., but the 
amount appropriated was certainly 
large enough fo r the showing i; nade. 
What can be the sense in spending 
$100,cxx) of the people’s money on 
the present N. G. M., when, if an 
active war was to come upon us, 
those who have received the benefit 
of this money wo uld ha v e to step 
do wn a nd o ut o n a cco unt 
of their 
a g e o r ina bility to pa ss the phy sci- 
al examination which they would 
have to in order to become soldierur 
W h y fritter away $100,000 on 
fo ur o r fiv e reg iments 
who a re o nly 
summer so ldiers a nd sunshine pa ­ 
trio ts? 
W hy disg ra ce this g ra nd 
State in the eyes of all the world ? 
W hy parade a lot of sickly youths 
before the 
grizzled 
veterans of 
other countries who have passed 
through a dszen wars and know 
the value of big, strong men for 
soldiers ? 
Instead of taking four or five 
regiments of poorly drilled and 
badly 
equipped 
troops 
to 
the 
W orld’ s Fair, why not spend the 
money on two, or, if you cannot 
get two, take one regiment, have 
them 
properly 
equipped 
and 
drilled, so that they will be pre­ 
pared to uphold the state’s honor, 
whether against the guards of other 
states or of other countries ? 
It may be said by the present 
N. G. M .’s friends that the beard­ 


less youths made good soldiers dur­ 
ing our civil war. 
True eooogh. 
They were good soldiers after four 
years of hard service; but tlie men 
who go to St. Louis to represent 
Missouri at the fair ought to be 
soldiers at the beginning as well as 
at the end. 
A t present there is no enthusi­ 
asm in the militia. 
The present 
enlistments are on account of the 
big fair. 
They seem to think it 
was ordered for their especial bene­ 
fit, and after that is over they will 
drop out again. 
The brigade en­ 
campments are failures on ¡account 
of a lack of attendance, and it has 
become necessary for some of the 
companies to pick up outsiders so 
as 
to 
make 
a 
decent showing. 
This is a very 
grave 
breach 
of 
military rules, but it was done to 
keep the companies up to the stand­ 
ard 
number. 
W hy 
not compel 
every man who goes to St. Louis 
to pass the regular aimy examina­ 
tion, be up to the age limit and 
have just a few brains in his head? 
B y regular army examination, I 
mean 
the 
physical examination 
each soldier has to stand; by age 
limit, I mean be old enough to go 
at any time without his parents’ 
consent; by brains, I mean let him 
know enough to take advantage of 
all circumstances for his own bene­ 
fit. 
B y all means encourage intelli­ 
gent men to enlist, so that if they 
are smart their s u p e rio r s w i l l en­ 
courage and promote them. 
It was 
said that Napoleon was advanced' 
by his superiors because they knew 
if they did not he would advance 
himself. 
If all subordinates had 
been held down. Grant, Sherman 
and Sheridan would 
never have 
been heard of, and our civil war 
would have dragged on for an in­ 
definite time. 
A man who is con­ 
tent to command a company of 
simpletons ought to be a section 
boss. 
W hen you have cleaned out all 
privates who are not eligible, go 
after the 
commissioned 
officers; 
see that they have a fair idea of 
the government they represent’, are 
strong 
and 
robust, 
and 
know 
enough to take advantage of all 
mistakes their enemies may make, 
for a regiment of lions is no good 
if commanded by a lamb. 
When 
this cleaning out is completed, you 
will have a National Guard we 
will all be proud of, and one the 
legislature will not hesitate to sup­ 
port on a grand scale. 
Sedalia has 
enough 
big, 
s t r o n g , 
able-bodied 
men to form the best company in 
the state. 
W h y not have it?
